TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  UCKFIELD 

RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 


I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1951.  The 
report  is  prepared  on  the  lines  indicated  in  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  No. 
No.  42/51  dated  10th  December,  1951. 

The  Crude  Birth  Rate  is  13.16  per  thousand  of  the  population  and  corrected 
for  comparability  in  age  and  sex  distribution  with  the  country  as  a  whole, 
this  becomes  14.73.  The  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  15.5. 

The  Crude  Death  Rate  is  13.02  per  thousand  of  the  population  and 
corrected  for  comparability  in  age  and  sex  distribution  with  the  country  as  a 
whole,  this  becomes  10.12.  The  Death  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  12.5 

The  Tuberculosis  death  rate  is  0.20  compared  with  0.31  for  England  and 
Wales. 

Infectious  Disease. 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  during  the  year  was 
six  hundred  and  sixteen  more  than  in  1950.  This  large  increase  was  entirely 
due  to  epidemics  of  measles  and  whooping  cough,  which  together  accounted 
for  eight  hundred  and  thirty  notifications. 

The  number  of  cases  of  whooping  cough  notified  increased  by  one  hundred 
and  forty-two  and  was  the  highest  since  1942. 

In  the  majority  of  cases  the  attack  was  mild  in  character,  and  there  were 
no  deaths  from  either  disease. 

Enteric  Group. 

One  case  of  paratyphoid  fever  was  notified  during  the  year. 

Food  Poisoning. 

Two  cases  of  food  poisoning  w'ere  reported  during  the  year. 

Dysentery. 

Ten  cases  of  bacillary  dysentery  were  notified.  Of  this  number  four  were 
due  to  B.  Sonnei  reported  in  a  children’s  home,  two  were  from  an 
unidentified  organism  in  one  household  and  the  remainder  were  isolated  cases. 

Vaccination. 

During  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1951,  the  numbers  of  vaccinations 
carried  out  at  clinics  or  reported  by  general  practitioners  in  age  groups  were  : 
0-1  yr.  504  ;  1-4  yrs.  497  ;  5-14  yrs.  1,933  ;  15yrs.  and  over  3,452,  making  a 
total  of  6,386.  The  number  of  re- vaccinations  were  :  0-1  yr.  27  ;  1-4  yrs.  289  ; 
5-14  yrs.  2,440  ;  15  yrs.  and  over  10,585,  making  a  total  of  13,341. 

The  large  number  of  adult  vaccinations  occurred  during  the  outbreak 
of  Smallpox  in  Brighton  in  January,  1951. 
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Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

The  percentage  of  immunised  children  in  the  5-15  age  group  has  increased, 
and  is  99.2  for  the  year  under  review.  In  the  1-5  age  group  there  has  been  a 
slight  decrease  in  the  percentage,  94  as  compared  with  94.7  in  1950. 

Five  hundred  and  seventy-five  children  in  the  1-5  age  group  and  fifty- 
seven  in  the  5-15  age  group  were  immunised  during  the  year. 

Four  hundred  and  fi^-eight  children  were  given  “  boosting  ”  doses  on 
entering  school  during  the  year. 

Ninety-one  children  under  one  year  of  age  were  immunised,  an  increase  of 
15  over  the  previous  year. 

For  the  fifth  year  in  succession  no  case  of  diphtheria  was  notified  in  the 
district. 

Tuberculosis. 

The  table  on  page  16  shows  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis.  The  prepon¬ 
derance  of  cases  is  of  the  respiratory  type. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

During  the  year  the  Council  have  arranged  for  the  burial  of  six  persons 
under  the  provisions  of  Section  50  of  the  Act,  the  total  cost  of  the  funerals 
amounting  to  £111  14s.  6d.,  but  of  this  amount  £60  3s.  3d.  was  recovered. 
None  of  the  deceased  persons  qualified  for  a  death  grant  from  the  National 
Insurance  Scheme. 

Food  Byelaws. 

In  my  Annual  Report  for  1950  I  recorded  that  preliminary  steps  had  been 
taken  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  the  Food  Byelaws  made  under  Section  15  of 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  and  that  particular  attention  was  then  being 
directed  to  provision  merchants,  greengrocers  and  the  open  fronted  fish  shops. 
I  also  pointed  out  that  difficulty  was  being  encountered  where  the  enforcement 
of  some  provisions  of  the  byelaws  interfered  with  long  standing  custom  or 
habit.  This  has  certainly  proved  to  be  the  case  with  several  local  tradesmen, 
but  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  as  a  result  of  informal  action  all  the  general 
provision  merchants  and  greengrocers  in  the  district,  who  in  the  past  displayed 
goods  for  sale  on  the  footpath  in  front  of  their  shops,  have  now  discontinued 
this  practice.  Similarly  all  the  fishmongers  throughout  the  district  have  now 
provided  protection  against  contamination  by  means  of  refrigerated  show 
cases,  portable  glass  screens  or  glass  shop  fronts. 

Frequent  visits  have  been  made  to  butchers"  shops  and  cooked  meat  shops, 
when  the  importance  of  the  protection  of  cooked  meats  in  particular  has 
been  stressed.  As  a  result  of  these  visits  and  interviews,  several  of  the 
larger  firms  have  already  provided  refrigerated  show  cases  for  the  displa}^  of 
such  food,  and  others  have  agreed  to  do  so  at  an  early  date. 

Attention  has  also  been  directed  during  the  year  to  the  handling  and  display 
of  cakes  and  bread.  The  majority  of  the  shopkeepers  concerned  readily 
provided  tongs  for  the  handling  of  cakes,  but  to  persuade  the  shop  assistants 
to  use  them  instead  of  their  fingers  is  proving  to  be  a  much  longer  task. 

It  is  obviously  very  desirable  in  all  cake  shops  that  adequate  protection 
should  be  provided  against  contamination  by  flies  and  by  customers  (coughing, 
sneezing  and  fingering) ,  and  considerable  thought  is  being  given  to  this  question 
in  order  to  find  the  best  possible  way  of  protection  with  the  least  interference 
of  display  and  without  causing  unnecessary  deterioration  of  the  food. 
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It  is,  of  course,  most  important  in  any  clean  food  campaign  to  ensure  that 
strict  rules  of  personal  hygiene  are  observed  by  food  handlers.  In  a  scattered 
district  such  as  this  it  is  difficult  to  arrange  a  series  of  lectures  for  employees  in 
the  food  trade,  but  regular  and  frequent  visits  are  made  by  a  sanitary  inspector 
specialising  in  this  work,  to  all  classes  of  food  establishments  including  hotels, 
restaurants,  cafes,  snack  bars  and  food  shops,  and  whenever  possible  members 
of  the  staff  are  interviewed ;  in  this  way  the  importance  of  personal  hygiene 
can  be  explained  to  them  while  they  are  actually  at  work. 

In  my  opinion  a  very  real  obstacle  in  the  way  of  the  application  of  the 
byelaws  is  the  absence  of  an  agreed  interpretation  of  some  clauses,  particularly 
those  relating  to  the  protection  of  food  displayed  in  the  open  air.  The  occasion 
often  arises  where  a  tradesman  finds  that  he  is  receiving  more  severe  treatment 
under  the  byelaws  than  a  similar  tradesman  in  the  area  of  a  neighbouring 
local  authority.  This  is  a  matter  that  sometimes  makes  the  enforcement  of  the 
byelaws  unnecessarily  difficult  and  tends  to  create  a  feeling  of  resentment 
among  the  tradesmen,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  before  long  a  general  inter¬ 
pretation  of  the  standards  necessary  will  be  agreed  upon  by  local  authorities 
throughout  the  country. 

Increase  in  Population. 

On  page  1 1  is  shown  a  table  giving  the  estimated  population  of  each  parish 
for  the  past  ten  years.  The  Registrar  General  supplies  each  year  an  estimated 
population  for  the  whole  district,  and  this  has  been  distributed  in  the  propor¬ 
tion  shown  at  the  1931  Census. 

The  Registrar  General  has  given  the  total  population  of  the  District  at  the 
1951  Census,  but  the  parish  figures  are  not  yet  available.  The  total  population 
has  therefore  been  distributed  in  relation  to  the  number  of  occupied  houses  in 
each  parish,  taken  from  the  Rate  Book,  the  average  number  of  persons  for  each 
occupied  house  being  3.1. 

The  natural  annual  increase  in  the  population,  i.e.,  the  excess  of  births 
over  deaths  is  shown  in  the  table  on  page  10.  It  will  be  observed  that  this  is 
greatly  exceeded  by  the  increase  due  to  immigration.

Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  arrangements  which  were  made  for  the  examination  of  specimens 
taken  for  the  diagnosis  and  control  of  infectious  diseases,  with  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Royal  Sussex  County  Hospital,  Brighton  (telephone 
number  Brighton  23506)  continued  throughout  the  year  and  proved  to  be 
very  satisfactory. 

Medical  practitioners  send  specimens  direct  to  the  laboratory  and  receive 
a  report  by  telephone,  a  written  copy  of  the  report  being  sent  to  this  office. 

Specimens  may  be  sent  to  reach  the  laboratory  any  time  up  to  7  o’clock 
from  Mondays  to  Fridays  and  before  12.30  p.m.  on  Saturdays. 

Urgent  examinations  may  be  carried  out  at  other  times  by  arrangement 
with  the  Director  :  Doctor  Jameson  (telephone  number  Brighton  56960). 
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Ambulance  Services. 

It  continues  to  be  the  duty  of  the  County  Council,  under  the  provisions 
of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  to  ensure  that  ambulances  are  avail¬ 
able  where  necessary  to  convey  persons  suffering  from  illness  from  places  in 
their  area  to  places  in  or  outside  their  area. 

In  East  Sussex  this  is  still  being  done  mainly  by  arrangement  with  the 
St.  John’s  Ambulance  Brigade,  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  and  other 
voluntary  organisations. 

A  day  and  night  ambulance  service  is  available  and  calls  are  accepted  from 
doctors,  nurses,  midwives  and  hospitals  in  the  area.  Only  in  cases  of  accidents 
or  other  sudden  emergencies  are  calls  accepted  direct  from  members  of  the 
public.

Legal  Action. 

In  one  instance  it  was  necessary  to  institute  legal  proceedings  under 
Section  93  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  to  obtain  compliance  with  an 
Abatement  Notice  requiring  an  owner  to  carry  out  certain  repairs  to  two 
dwellinghouses  under  his  control. 

The  Court  made  a  Nuisance  Order  requiring  the  owner  within  a  period 
of  two  months  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Abatement  Notice 
and  awarded  costs  of  two  guineas  to  the  District  Council. 

The  work  was  subsequently  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  Court 
Order. 

Legal  action  was  also  taken  under  Section  13  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1938,  against  an  owner-occupier  who  was  using  his  cafe  for  sleeping  purposes, 
contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  section  of  the  Act. 

The  Court  adjourned  the  case  for  one  month  to  give  the  defendant  an 
opportunity  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act. 

The  defendant  provided  alternative  sleeping  accommodation  in  the  time 
specified  and  further  action  became  unnecessary. 

BYE-LAWS  RELATING  TO  HOP-PICKERS 

Eleven  visits  were  made  to  the  five  farms  where  imported  hop-pickers 
were  employed.  A  total  of  eighty-eight  lodgings  were  in  use  on  these  farms 
and  the  seventy-three  families  in  occupation  comprised  twenty-three  males, 
seventy  females  and  seventy-seven  children. 

Two  preliminary  notices  were  served  during  the  hop-picking  season  for 
improvements  to  closets  and  one  for  the  provision  of  rainwater  gutters  and 
downpipes.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

Milk  Supplies, 

Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926 
Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949. 

During  the  year,  the  names  of  four  new  distributors  were  placed  on  the 
register,  making  a  total  of  twenty-two. 

In  each  case  the  distributor’s  premises  complied  with  the  requirements 
of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations. 

A  total  number  of  three  hundred  and  forty-seven  visits  were  made  to 
dairies  and  one  hundred  and  ninety-two  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  to  the 
Bacteriologist  for  biological  examination.  Three  of  these  samples  proved  to  be 
positive  to  Tuberculosis  and  six  to  Brucellosis. 

In  the  case  of  the  samples  found  to  be  positive  to  Tuberculosis,  the 
Veterinary  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  took  the 
necessary  action  to  locate  and  remove  the  infected  animals  from  the  herds 
concerned. 

The  action  taken  with  regard  to  the  samples  which  proved  positive  to 
Brucellosis  are  given  in  the  detailed  report  on  Brucellosis. 

Brucellosis . 

Before  the  advent  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949,  the  statu¬ 
tory  powers  conferred  on  Local  Authorities  for  stopping  or  restricting  the  sale 
of  milk  for  human  consumption  were  limited  to  cases  of  contamination  with 
the  organisms  of  notifiable  diseases. 

In  the  present  regulations,  however,  extended  powers  are  given  which 
apply  to  any  disease  communicable  to  man  through  the  consumption  of  infected 
milk. 

This  makes  possible  the  control  of  the  bovine  disease  known  as  “  Brucel¬ 
losis  ”  which  gives  rise,  through  the  consumption  of  milk  in  the  raw  state,  to 
Undulant  Fever  in  the  human  being. 

For  a  number  of  years,  samples  of  milk  have  been  taken  regularly  from 
Distributors  in  this  district  for  the  purpose  of  a  biological  test  for  Tubercle 
Bacilli. 

It  is  now  possible,  however,  to  subject  each  sample  to  tests  which  reveal 
the  presence  in  the  milk  of  Tubercle  Bacilli  or  Brucella,  and  in  conjunction 
with  Dr.  Jameson,  the  Director  of  the  Public  Health.  Laboratory  Service  at 
Brighton,  a  scheme  has  been  evolved  whereby  samples  are  submitted  to  him 
on  a  rota  which  ensures  that  all  milk  sold  in  the  district  in  a  raw  state  is  tested 
regularly,  undesignated  milk  four  times  and  designated  milk  twice  yearly. 

The  value  of  the  scheme,  which  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  April  this 
year,  was  apparent  when  it  became  known  that  of  one  hundred  and  ninety-two 
samples  taken  during  the  nine  months  period,  six  or  3.1%  were  found  to  be 
infected  with  Brucella. 

In  the  six  cases  mentioned,  arrangements  were  made  for  the  respective 
Producers’  supplies  to  be  diverted  for  pasteurisation  at  approved  establish¬ 
ments  and  for  alternative  supplies  to  be  made  available  to  the  Distributors 
until  such  time  as  the  infected  animals  had  been  removed  from  the  milking 
herds. 

In  this  connection  arrangements  were  made  for  quarter  samples  to  be 
taken  from  each  cow  in  the  herds  concerned,  so  that  the  infected  animals  could 
be  located.

Rirse  Tests 

In  addition  to  the  sampling  of  milk  supplies,  the  attention  of  the  various 
distributors  has  been  drawn  to  the  necessity  of  properly  cleansing  and  sterili¬ 
sing  their  dairying  equipment. 

In  this  connection  twenty  three  sets  of  milk  bottles  were  submitted  to  the 
Bacteriologist  for  cleansing  tests  with  the  following  results  : — 

10  —  Satisfactory. 

7  —  Fairly  satisfactory. 

6  —  Unsatisfactory. 

Investigation  by  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  revealed  that  the  adverse 
reports  arose  because  of  the  unsatisfactory  washing  methods  employed  by  the 
dairymen  and  in  two  cases  to  the  existence  of  defects  in  the  hot  water  and 
sterilising  units.  These  defects  have  since  been  remedied  and  all  the  dairymen 
concerned  have  been  given  advice  on  the  washing  and  sterilising  technique 
which  should  be  adopted  in  their  dairies.

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Financial  Arrangements. 

The  consolidated  grant  of  50%  of  approved  net  expenditure  incurred  on  the 
maintenance  of  rodent  control  has  been  continued  by  the  Ministry  of  Agricul¬ 
ture  and  Fisheries. 

Commercial  and  industrial  premises  with  the  exception  of  those  occupied 
by  the  Council,  do  not  qualify  for  grant  aid  and  have  been  charged  with  the 
actual  cost  of  labour  and  material  used. 

In  the  case  of  private  dwelling  houses  a  part  cost  charge,  based  on  the 
number  of  poison  points  laid,  has  been  made. 

Sewers. 

Testbaiting  of  the  various  sewerage  systems  in  the  District  was  carried 
out  during  September  and  November  and  all  the  systems  were  found  to  be 
clear  of  rats.
